TIME WARP TIME 

Numerous police departments throughout 
the area received flustered phone calls from 
residents in recent days.

Residents of Shelter Island, Noyac, North Haven, 
Sag Harbor and as far away as Riverhead, 
were awakened at 2 a.m. last Saturday as Old 
Man McGumbus, 104 year-old WWII veteran 
and all-terrain transport engineer, inaugurated 
his After Hours Hovercraft Service. Noting 
that the existing ferry services to and from 
Shelter Island shut down at night, McGumbus 
took matters into his own hands, acquiring 
and refurbishing a Russian-made military 
hovercraft, a gift from his friend Kim Jong- 
un—the North Korean dictator. The Zubr class 
hovercraft, propelled by five Kuznetsov 12-MV 
gas turbines producing over 11,800 horsepower 
apiece, produced a sound equivalent to 10 
jet aircraft taking off. Traveling at sustained 
speeds of 55 knots, the hovercraft made the 
trip from Shelter Island to North Haven in 
approximately five seconds. Police were in the 
process of shutting McGumbus down when the 
hovercraft, which consumes 167 gallons of jet 
fuel per minute, abruptly stalled. ga

_ Everybody’ s Got a Story About When the Beatles Came to America 


BY DAN RATTINER 


Fores 9 was the exact date when, 50 
years ago, the Beatles appeared on The Ed 


- Sullivan Show. Their arrival at Kennedy Airport 


aboard Pan Am Flight 101 to screaming crowds, 
their ride to the hotel and then to the studio 
for the earth-shattering performance they gave, 
all that has been documented in events and 
re-creations and interviews and old footage all 
over this country in the last few days. 

Here’s my memory of this. I was a graduate 
student at Harvard University, studying 
to become an architect. Cambridge was an 
intellectual center of the world then, as it is 
today, filled with coffeehouses, mathematicians, 
revolutionaries, professors and philosophers. 
Six months earlier, the Beatles became the 


_talk of Cambridge. Their new album on the 


Parlophone label had come out in London, and 
they had shot to the top. In one of the many 
record stores back then in Cambridge, I bought 
two copies of it, kept one, and set one aside, 
the other for my sister who was, at that time, a 
senior in East Hampton High School. This was 
two months before our Christmas break. 


One month before Christmas 1963, Kennedy 
was killed in Dallas and the world went crazy. 
I had been fortunate to have seen him just two 
weeks before he died. He was attending the 
annual Harvard-Columbia football game, and 
when I took my seat in the stadium that cold 
day, I could see people constantly turning their 
heads to look about 20 rows up from where I 
was sitting. There he was, up from Washington, 
surrounded by Secret Service men, rooting for 
the Crimson. 

That Parlophone cord was in my suitcase 
when I hopped on a single-engine plane at 
the New London Airport for the 20-minute 
trip across Long Island Sound to the Montauk 
Airport. 

It was a bitter, bitter cold day when | climbed 
onboard. I intended to surprise my sister and 
our parents by coming home a day early for 
Christmas break. I'd get out at the Montauk 
Airport and, using the payphone there, call the 
house. We lived, at that time, my sister and I 
and our parents, on South Fairview Avenue, just 
around the other side of Lake Montauk. They’d 
be happy to hear from me, home early.

that time for me was to take the two-hour train 
ride from Boston to New London, CT, then get 
a taxi out to the airport for this plane flight that 
cost, incredible as it might sound today, $19.95. 
It was always the same plane and always the 
same guy, Russ Corser, who was New London 
Air. He had this single-engine Piper Cub. 

I hopped off at Montauk into this bitter wind, 
he took my suitcase out of the plane and set it 
into the snow, then he got back into the cockpit; 
turned the plane around and took off. 

This is how Montauk was back then. The 
airport was this little shack. (It still is.) The 
shack was padlocked. The payphone was 
frozen. There was not a soul in sight, nothing 
but boarded-up houses for at least as far as | 
could see. | immediately realized I was in danger 
of freezing to death. In the end, I left the luggage 
by the payphone, ran across the ice-covered 
lake to the Montauk Coast Guard Station on Star 
Island, and from there, wrapped in blankets and 
drinking hot chocolate by a fire, was able to call 
my parents and tell them “surprise.” 

That night, among other things, | gave the 
copy of the Parlophone album to my sister and 
told her this was a wonderful singing group that 
was going to be on the top of the charts soon. 
She looked at it, turned it over to read the back, 
thanked me, and, as | later found out, put it in 
her closet without playing it. 

Ido believe this requires a bit of an explanation. 
If Cambridge was a world of academia, politics 
and trends, Montauk was, well, like Kansas. 

In the summer, it stirred with tourists staying 
at the motels. Out of season, there was really

nothing. There were maybe 10 stores open in 
town, one of which was my dad’s drug store. We 
had no library in Montauk—a bookmobile came 
once a month and parked in the lot in front of 
the post office. There was no FM radio then, 
and we were beyond the reach of New York City 
stations. There were no local stations. TV was 
black-and-white (as it was almost everywhere) 
and consisted of three channels—3, 8 and 
12, which were broadcast from. Hartford, 
Providence and Bridgeport, respectively. 

If the truth be told, back then, out-of-season, 
Montauk was, just as was East Hampton, a 
hotbed of clammers, farmers, car mechanics, 
merchants and just one bank, the good old 
Bridgehampton National. Downtown East 
Hampton had a 5 and 10, a luncheonette, a gas 
station on Newtown Lane across from where 
the Bank of America is today, and all the stores 
were closed on Sunday for church. And there 
wasn’t so much as a celebrity or a paparazzi or 
supermodel anywhere. Needless to say, news 
filtered out to Montauk and East Hampton 
slowly. In fact, the biggest thing that fall was 
about East Hampton High School. The football 
team had a winning season. 

And that brings us back to February 9, 1964, 


where I was two months away from deciding 
to leave grad school to pursue writing rather 
than architecture, and my sister would be 
graduating. She was probably looking forward 
to her senior prom. 

And so, they came. And they played. Myself 
and my two roommates on Magazine Street in 
Central Square in Cambridge watched The Ed 
Sullivan Show in our living room. My sister, with

Argentieri says she likes to-use the medium 
with other subjects, like flowers and the ocean, 
because she enjoys being spontaneous and 
free-flowing when she draws. Here’s an artist 
who is intimately joined both literally and 
figuratively to her aesthetic method. 


I know you started learning art when you 
were pretty young. Who influenced you along 
the way? : 

I started at 14. I was an apprentice for Joe 
Mack in life drawing, sculpture and painting at 
Huntington Fine Arts Workshop. Joe was a big 
mentor and taught me about drawing figures. 
Whenever I look at my figures, his teaching 
comes back to me. More recently, I took classes 
at the Art League of Long Island with Ed 
McEvoy. He gave me confidence. He said | did 
more work in two years than most people did 
in a lifetime. 


You had classical training in art as well. 

I went to the School of Visual Arts in New 
York for four years. Then I was a freelance 
graphic artist for 10 years, working on Long 
Island. What I used to do is outdated now. 


Did you miss painting and the other arts 
that you learned in classes and at the School 
of Visual Arts? 

I never thought about painting when working 
in the graphic arts. ] didn’t miss it. To make a 
living, | had to throw away my paintbrushes. 


How did you get back into painting and 
drawing? 

One day | got a newsletter from the local 
library listing a course in pastel drawing. It was 
only $30 so I enrolled. My art training just came 
back, like riding a bike. I made up for all the 
years | wasn’t painting. 


What are some high points you have 
experienced in the last few years, once you 
got back to painting? 

I was in my first juried show four years ago 
at the Art League of Long Island. That was a 
turning point. I enrolled in a watercolor class 
there, and that was also important. Three years 
ago I won an award in watercolor from the 
Salmagundi Club. That pushed me to another 
level. 


What is it about watercolor that attracts 
you? 

Doing watercolor is like watching magic 
happen. It’s uncontrollable, but it’s controllable, 
too. You do it very fast and spontaneously. 


How did your classical training prepare you 
for watercolor? I know that sounds odd since 
classical art is more structured. 

Classical training taught me a knowledge of 
anatomy and a knowledge of drawing. Drawing 
is so important. 


What subjects will you be working with in 
the near future? 

I love to do flowers, and I’m going to start 
drawing live models. I recently did acrylic 
paintings of water: rivers, ponds, oceans. 


Why water, although you have lived in Long 
Island all your life? 
I have had very vivid dreams about water my 


entire life. It’s a feeling I have, an emotion, when 
] dream of water. 


Are your feelings and emotions as important 
to you in everything you create? 

I paint intuitively; whatever I’m feeling, it 
comes out in my painting. @

Anheuser-Busch to Buy Blue Point 
Brewing Company 


LONG ISLAND 


PATCHOGUE: Anheuser-Busch, the company that brews Budweiser 
among a bevy of other beers, has agreed to buy Blue Point Brewing 
Company. 

Anheuser-Busch made the announcement Wednesday that it is 
slated to purchase the top craft brewery. The company says the move 
will bring additional resources to Blue Point that will allow it to meet 
growing consumer demand. 

Blue Point Brewing Company will remain in Patchogue, where Mark 
Burford and Peter Cotter founded it 15 years ago. It is the 34th largest 
craft brewery in the U.S. 

“We are deeply grateful to our family of loyal employees and 
customers,” Cotter says. “Our success was made possible by the hard 
work of good people and good beer in Patchogue.” 

“Together, our talented brewing team and Anheuser-Busch will have 
the resources to create new and exciting beers and share our portfolio 
with even more beer lovers,” Burford adds. 

The sale is expected to close in the second quarter of 2014. 

According to Anheuser-Busch, Blue Point sold approximately 60,000 
barrels in 2013, half of that volume coming from Toasted Lager, its 
flagship beer. The company has more than 40 beers, including the 
popular Hoptical Illusion and Blueberry Ale. 

“As we welcome Blue Point into the Anheuser-Busch family of brands, 
we look forward to working with Mark and Peter to accelerate the 
growth of the Blue Point portfolio and expand to new markets, while 
preserving the heritage and innovation of the brands,” Anheuser- 
Busch CEO Luiz Edmond says. “With Anheuser-Busch’s strong beer 
credentials, we share a commitment to offering high-quality beers that 
excite consumers. Blue Point brands have a strong following and even 
more potential.” 


Beach Replenishment Project Expected 
to Finish Next Week 


SAGAPONACK: The 826 million beach replenishment project in 
Sagaponack is expected to be completed by early next week. “There 
are about two and a half days of pumping left,” says Jennifer Garvey, 
spokesperson for the Town of Southampton. 

The majority of the project, which will widen the beaches between 
Flying Point and Townline Road, is largely being financed by oceanfront 
homeowners along the stretch. Garvey confirms that the project, 
which began this fall, was delayed a total of 40 days due to weather 
this winter. Even on days when it was relatively calm offshore, where 
the dredging took place, the construction crew had to deal with the 
notoriously rough conditions at Shinnecock Inlet, where they launched. 

If all goes according to plan, the project, which thus far has received 
positive reviews, should be finished by next Tuesday.

s daily snowfalls pound the East End, the 
Hamptons can rejoice in thé fact that there are 
just over 100 days until Memorial Day. And for many, 
summer fun means summer camp. Some preliminary 
research into camps now can ensure that your 
child’s summer is full of unforgettable adventures. 
Obviously, the first question to ask is whether 
or not your child is ready for camp. Once you’ve 
decided that he or she is, open yourself up to the 
wide variety of options that the East End offers. 
Before you check out our camp guide overview 
posted on DansPapers.com, try to narrow down your 
search by answering these questions: 


First, consider some basic questions: 

—TIs your child ready for sleep away camp, or 
would he/she prefer a day camp? 

—How long—both in terms of hours and days— 
would you like your child to spend at camp? 

—What is your budget for camp? 

—What are your child’s friends doing? Do you 
want him/her to go to camp with friends or to try 
something outside of their comfort zone? 

—Does the size of a camp matter to you? 

—What kind of activities does your child enjoy? 

—Do you want the camp to focus on a specific 
theme? (arts, sports, music, etc.) or to be more all 
encompassing? 

—How important is structure? Do you want your 
child to be on a set schedule or to have the freedom 


to choose the activities he/she participates in? 
—How far do you want your child to pore Will 
they need transportation? 


Once you have a feel for the type of camp your 
child would like to attend, it’s time to get into the 
details. If possible, try to visit the camp before 
making any definitive decisions; many have open 
houses prior to the start date. Gather information 
from as many sources as possible, including the 
camp director and participants, and keep the 
following questions in mind: 

—What is a typical day like at the camp? What is 
the camp’s mission/philosophy? 

—What are the ages/qualifications of the 
counselors? How are they selected and trained? If 
you have a chance to visit the camp before your 
child’s session starts, note if the counselors are 
engaging, enthusiastic and having fun. Is this a 
“summer job” or something they enjoy doing? 

—How long has the camp been in business? While 
newer camps can certainly provide amazing summer 
memories, there’s also something to be said for 
a camp that has been open for years. What is the 
return rate for campers and counselors? 

—What’s the counselor to camper ratio? 

—How are kids divided at the camp? By age? Type 
of activity? Gender? 

—What activities or facilities are offered? How 
much time is a child allowed to spend using a facility 
he/she particularly loves? 

—How much choice does your child have in the 


-activities he/she participates in while at camp? How 


structured are the days? 

—Does the camp have security personnel? 

—What kind of health care is provided? Are 
medical personnel.on site or on call? Where is a child 
taken if there is a serious medical situation? __ 

—If the camp has a pool, are there certified 
lifeguards on staff? 

—How often is the family given a chance to 
communicate with the camper? Are electronics 
allowed? 

—What is the dining situation? Can the camp 
accommodate people with specific dining needs: 
kosher, vegetarian, gluten-free, etc.? 

—What is each child required to bring to camp? 

—Is transportation provided to/from camp? 

—Do kids travel while at camp? 

—How does each week/day vary? 


Summer camp can be a great option for structured 
fun outside of the school environment. Take the time 
to do the research, make the decision together, listen 
to your gut instinct and, above all, get ready to have 
an incredible summer on the East End!

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Keep Calm and Camp On

t’s February and summer is just around the 
corner. Um, maybe not. I don’t have to remind 
you that it’s been pretty nippy on the East End lately. 
But here at Dan’s, we are always looking to the 
future—aka The Summer. And if you have kids, then 
chances are you're sitting at home right now, trying 
to figure out where to go for summer camp. 

I know exactly how you feel. I have three kids of my 
own and understand how difficult (and expensive) the 
process can be. So when my editors mentioned Dan’s 
Camp Guide, | got fired up and immediately started 
searching for digital tools—apps and websites—that 
can help find that perfect summer spot. 


A Slow Start 

My first step was a simple web search combining 
the terms “summer camp,” “app” and “guide.” Bad 
idea. Most of the results focused on a jam band rock 
festival somewhere in Illinois that happens to be 
called Summer Camp. Not exactly what I was looking 
for—but hey, if you dig bands like Primus and the 
guys from Phish, then definitely check it out. 


App-Titude 

I decided to take my search to the App Store, and 
while I didn’t strike gold, I did find a few promising 
free apps. 

The best of the bunch is Our Kids Camp Locator. 
Catchy name, and no mistaking what it does. I love 
simple apps and this one takes the cake. Upon 
opening, you have three search options: GPS, manual 
address or camp type. Once you retrieve your 
search results, you just click to access the website, 
directions, contact info and photos. 

There are limitations, of course. For starters, 


thousands of camps simply aren’t listed in 
the service. I entered the zip code 11968, and 
the app produced a list of camps in Ontario. 
That’s Canada. 

Even worse: there are no reviews, comments 
or advice from independent sources; you're 
basically at the mercy of whatever information 
each camp chooses to share. Not exactly an 
objective way to decide which people will 
take care of your precious 10-year-old. 


The Maine Point 
I dug around and found a free app called 
Maine Summer Camps. At first glance, this 
one seems really limited—you’re brought to 
an interactive map that has lots of dropped

pins from participating camps. Guess what Thumbs up for East End summer camps! 


happens when you click on one of those 
pins? Nothing! You just get a camp logo—no 
information, not even a link to a website. But the 
“main”—no pun intended—tab at the bottom of the 
screen has an option to “find a summer camp” where 
you can narrow down your options based on camp 
length and type. You can also request a print copy of 
a Maine camp directory. 

Of course, none of the camps are located anywhere 
close to the East End. And who actually wants to 
leave here during the summer? 


Chat It Up 
Okay, using apps seems to be limited. So I went 
back to the web and rolled up my digital sleeves. | 
found a couple of different websites that have decent 
information and independent reviews. 


Choicecamps.com is a good place to start. It has 
a simple interface with tabs breaking down camps 


» 66 


by general interest such as “sports camps,” “arts 
camps,” etc. It also provides links and review to 
teen travel services, which have basically replaced 
summer camp for teenagers. Most importantly, the 
site also has regional breakdowns for camps 


Campratingz.com is great if you want to focus on 
parent reviews and gossip. It feels more like Trip 
Advisor, less like a database of information, making it 
an ideal secondary site to visit, once you’ve zoned in 
on some good potential camps. One drawback is the 
user interface; it’s a little disorganized and illogical. 
But all the information is there. 


Finally, once you’ve made a decision about camp, 
there are lots of sites that provide tips on what to 
bring. Of course, keep in mind that just because you 
pack lots of sunscreen, bug spray, and toothpaste, it 
doesn’t necessarily mean your kid will use it! g@.

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Going to Market in Riverhead

market in the heart of beautiful, historic downtown 
Riverhead. 

The market, which is located at 17 E. Main— 
the former site of Swezey’s Department Store—will 
take place every Saturday until May 17, according 
to organizer Holly. Browder of Browder’s Birds in 
Southold. Browder said there’s a growing waiting 
list of East End purveyors who hope to offer up their 
local goods alongside the 35 entities who signed up 
in advance of the grand opening Feb. 1. 

More than 1,000 shoppers flooded downtown for 
the first day of the farmers market—crowding the 
booths to peruse and buy East End goodies including 
eggs, mushrooms, meats, cheeses, bread, beer, wool 
and oysters. 

“It’s exciting to see so many people hustling and 
bustling downtown,” town board member Jodi Giglio 
said of the crowd as she and fellow board member 
George Gabrielsen stood shoulder-to-shoulder with 
shoppers. “This is so great for the farmers because 
winter is traditionally difficult for sales,” added 
Gabrielsen. 

Vendors included Race Rock Oysters, Koppert 
Cress, Mecox Bay Dairy, Long Island Mushroom Co., 
Browder’s Birds and Gula Gula Empanadas. 

While Wainscott’s Miss Lady Small Batch Root 
Beer provided refreshing non-alcoholic suds to 


consumers, Riverhead’s newest craft 
beer kid on the block, Moustache 
Brewery, debuted their growlers of 
Everyman’s Porter, Shoot Yo’ Rye Out 
Scotch Rye ale and Maiden Voyage 
pale ale to the throngs.

Eric Messin:

Ww ith Valentine’s Day around the bend, it seemed 
an ideal time to pay a visit to Eric Messin, 
artist and jeweler, at The Pelletreau Silver Shop. On 


_arainy Friday evening, stepping into The Pelletreau 


Silver Shop was a trip back in time. The Southampton 
historical landmark, built in 1686, is a dark, wooden 
structure, one-story high, and sits both humbly and 
proudly on Main Street, surrounded by the likes of 
J. Crew and Chase Bank. Inside, the shop displays 
items and tools made by colonial silversmith Elias 
Pelletreau. Dimly lit, with wood beams overhead, the 
shop remains unchanged since Pelletreau’s time— 
and yet it is also the current working place of 
Eric Messin. Past and present come together here 
magically; as Messin uses 1,000-year-old stones and 
sets them in his own, more modern designs. 

Messin’s career in jewelry began with drawing and 
painting, which he still does, and then moved onto a 
brief period of sculpting—a creative outlet while he 
worked at a restaurant. “It became obvious pretty 
quickly that jewelry was my calling,” Messin said, 
recalling the initial sense of a mystic experience in 
crafting. He persisted until earning an apprenticeship, 
where, in the old tradition, he watched and 
eventually worked alongside the master jeweler. He 
went on to work in all of the big houses in New York, 
spending weekends out East. Born in France, with 
country roots, he found Southampton better suited 
to him than the city and started a private jewelry 
salon above the Village Cheese Shoppe. “It’s a very 
personal experience to purchase a piece of jewelry 
made especially for you,” Messin said with regard to 
his private salon, but no one knew it was there. He 
walked past The Pelletreau Silver Shop many times, 
but it was boarded up and, although he thought 
about it, he never imagine he’d end up there. A few 
years later, Tom Edmonds, Executive Director of 
the Southampton Historical Museum, decided that 
something needed to be done with the space and got 
in touch with Messin. The rest is history. 

Messin finds the shop to be “very conducive to 
creativity.” Summers are very busy with visitors 
and sales and the winters allow him to focus on 
designing and creating. “In jewelry you express 
your art, and yet there must be a balance between 
commercial interests,” Messin explains, “there’s 
always a challenge to consider the physical laws, the 
aesthetic laws, the chemical laws...” Jewelry, unlike 
art, must be not only aesthetically pleasing, but must 
take into consideration the wearer. Messin finds the 
challenge to be rewarding. He not only works in high- 
end silver pieces, but also uses precious gems in his 
custom designs—such as a pink diamond ring with 
half-moon sapphires on either side. Messin works 
with his clients to create something very special, 
oftentimes commemorating special occasions, like 
the birth of a child or Mother’s Day. One such design, 
undoubtedly a future heirloom, was an exquisite 
necklace that included sapphires and peridots—the 
birthstones of the mother’s two children. He also 
designed an incredible diamond ring with teardrops, 
pavé diamonds and an unusual set, a completely 
unique re-mount design using multiple diamonds 
from a client’s collection. Under glass he also 
showcases a collection of vintage jewelry—including 
earrings from Van Cleef & Arpels and a classic three- 
stone engagement ring. 

Messin teaches jewelry making classes on Friday 
afternoons and Saturday mornings, year-round, as a 
way of giving back to the public. “It’s so important 
for society to sit down, to stop, to bring you back in 
touch with the divine, with who you are. To come

The legacy is kept alive in the fully 
functioning museum, which is known 
by some to be the “longest running 
shop in the Western hemisphere.”

comeuppance in proportion to the 
degree of corruption and stupidity. 
But how far can farce go without 
losing its motivating critical power 
and entertainment value? The answer 
probably depends on the cleverness 
of an intricately constructed, fast- 
moving plot and on the machinations 
of at least one likable character whose 
antics are not totally beyond the 
ethical pale and with whom the reader 
can identify. 

In Artifact the game is on from the 
opening page. A small group of hip- 
sounding Native Americans from the 
Makanhassett Tribal Council (who 
occasionally invoke Yiddish words) 
are about to unload a “bug-infested 
patch of marshland” on Tremayne, a greedy real 
estate developer. They alone know that much of 
the land is worthless swamp, but Tremayne, who 
thinks he’s putting one over on them, pays and 
then shoots ahead to clear cut for condos. His ditsy 
wife (blonde, of course), the self-styled senior sales 
Rep, is hell bent on putting up a replica of an Italian 
fountain and immediately enlists various cut-rate 
services. It turns out that one guy does them all, with 
a different sign for the different jobs and only one 
assistant who spends most of his time mooning over 
Tremayne’s secretary. The bills mount up, as does 
his impatience, as does the mayhem.

McGrath wants to stop the development because 
it will be in his backyard overlooking the bay, and 
not, incidentally, destroy the environment. Little 
does he know that when he reluctantly accepts an 
adjunct position to teach anthropology at Peconic 
Community College, his wacky adult ed. students 
will support his efforts by way of forming a Save the 
Bayview Woods Coalition. Happy that his boring 
academic life now seems significant, he’s a little 
slow in seeing just what a loony bunch of loyalists 
he has inherited. He’s pleased, of course, that a 
Cultural Impact Survey will delay Tremayne’s plans 
for a while, but he hurries matters along, anyway, by 
fabricating a historical artifact and planting it on the 
disputed property. 

Meanwhile, his little band of student lunatics has 
banded together and, with the aid of the 
sensationalist media, gets the Stirling Harbor 
Village Court to hold an impact hearing. McGrath 
has second thoughts about his fraud once a 
former student, now working for the state, gets 
involved, but it’s too late. The situation is out of 
control. Things go bump in the night near where 
he buried the phony artifact, and speculation 
grows about a government cover up, fueled by 
archaeoastronomy nut cases who believe that 
the woods may contain remains of an endangered 
species—Sasquatch, a.k.a. Big Foot—thus proving, 
against scholarly evidence, that Neanderthals did 
indeed migrate to the New World. It’s a cute romp, 
with some engaging dialogue and zany scenes, 
though readers may find the concept and execution 
diffuse and strained. A.

ABOUT LAST NIGHT 

This Valentine’s Day, you’re 
going to want to look at the 
calendar to confirm for yourself 
that you haven’t been secretly 
transported back in time. The 
first sign that you might be 
reliving the ’80s is the release 
of About Last Night, which is 
a remake 
of 1986's 
About Last Night, which was a 
somewhat tame, if not lame, film 
based on David Mamet’s play 
Sexual Perversity In Chicago. 2014’s 
About Last Night takes the 1986 
film, which was basically a Mamet- 
inflected sex comedy set among 
white urban professionals, and 
reimagines it among contemporary 
black professionals. In the process, 
it loses the characteristic, Mamet- 
style dialogue (where nobody 
ever finishes a sentence, a device 
that many people won’t miss) and 
replaces it with Kevin Hart. Hart, 
who is best known for his stand- 
up comedy, motormouths his way 
through the film like Eddie Murphy 
on speed.

In another disconcerting sign that we may have 
entered a time warp, movie theaters will begin 
screening a film called Endless Love today. It was

stands a chance of being as light on its feet at the 
original. The film is set, like the original, in Detroit, 
and comes just at about the right time for the 
unveiling of a new Robocop statue in that hard luck 
city.

Chef Matt Guiffrida: A Muse in the Harbor

classic with a twist, Chef Matt Guiffrida took all 

the mouth-watering extras that make a great 
steak and put them together in a dish that hits all 
the right flavor notes with his Horseradish and 
Gorgonzola Crusted NY Strip Steak. 

“I love steaks,” he says from his restaurant, Muse 
in the Harbor. “If I go out I want a steak that has 
something unusual for a special occasion. Of course 
a steak has to have a good marinade rub beyond just 
salt and pepper, so I was playing with all the great 
steak add-ons like horseradish, green peppercorns 
and Dijon mustard. I thought this is all good, so let 
me just put all of this into a crust that can be layered 
on top. I tried this on steaks like filet mignon but filet 
should stand alone—it’s so good.” 

“Rib eye is too fatty and you couldn’t see the steak 
under the crust so that wouldn’t work. Strip steak 
works best with this combo. Add on a loaded potato 
and it’s a winner.” 

“This dish has been very popular, we usually 
change up the menu seasonally but we have kept 
this on the menu for seven years year-round. We took 
it off years ago but so many people asked for it we 
realized we had a keeper.” 

Guiffrida has been very busy at Muse as he has 
just purchased the building. “We’re staying put!” he 
says. “Now that we own the place we are doing more 
renovation on the bar, we put in new awnings, garden 
boxes for herbs, and a great patio. It will all be ready 
in time for summer.” 


Horseradish Gorgonzola NY Strip Steak 
4 12 oz. — 140z strip steaks

Real Estate for Sale...via Biteoin? 


BY ROBERT OTTONE 


hilipp Preuss of Southampton is currently selling 

his home. He’s had it on the market since late 
last year. While accepting analog forms of payment 
like cash is always encouraged, Preuss is open to 
getting paid in Bitcoin, as well. What’s a “Bitcoin?” 
A Bitcoin is essentially a digital currency, created by 
a hacker (or hackers, since nobody knows for sure) 
named “Satoshi Nakamoto,” which, of course, is an 
alias. Bitcoins aren’t currently regulated by anything 
but market demand, though outgoing Fed chairman 
Ben Bernanke was open to the idea of regulating the 
currency. Bitcoins are also incredibly volatile, with 
the value of a single Bitcoin being worth $500 one 
day to $1,200 another. 

I’m a little obsessed with Bitcoin at the moment. 
It’s a fascinating concept and is being accepted 
as a means of payment by more and more outlets 
and retailers every day. Popular sites like Reddit, 
OkCupid and many others currently accept the 
currency, with more on the immediate horizon, 
including Overstock.com. 

“’'m a big fan of Bitcoin,” Preuss said. “In May of 
this year, when Coinbase got their venture capital 
money, | thought there had to be something to this. 
| just thought I'd open the purchase of my home to a 
larger audience. Maybe international people who are 
more inclined to buy something with Bitcoin. There 
are some young kids out there mining Bitcoin. I don’t 
mind the volatility of the currency.” 

There are other parts of the country that currently 


-controversial currency. 


accept Bitcoin for real estate 
transactions. There’s a condo 
development in New Jersey that 
accepts the currency for its newly 
constructed homes, for example. 
I was curious what the general 
reaction was to Preuss wanting 
to sell his home using the semi- 


“There have been some nibbles, 
I’m still waiting to hear. My broker 
hasn’t had any specific requests 
related to the Bitcoin news, but I’ve 
been surprised by how many outlets picked the story 
up, in terms of media,” Preuss said. “Initially, I had to 
explain to my broker what Bitcoin is: He had heard 
of it but he didn’t know how it works. I’m not sure he 
understands it now, either, actually.” 

I’ve known folks who’ve picked up a few Bitcoins 
since the currency began picking up steam. Like the 
true moron I am, | failed to buy a single Bitcoin for 
$48 when it was offered to me months ago from a 
journalist buddy of mine. A single Bitcoin (as of the 
time of this writing) is worth around $710, however; 
an individual can choose to offload a Bitcoin for 
whatever price they wish. 

“Zillow, for example, doesn’t account for the 
neighborhood. The reason for my price tag is because 
the house is right on the water, I’m open to any bids, 
I only listed it in mid-October, it’s the perfect family 
getaway right on Big Fresh Pond,” Preuss said. “It’s 
great because the kids can sail, there’s great fishing. 


Dare to partake? 


I love it, but unfortunately, it’s too 
far away for me and my family, so 
we had to move to Connecticut. 
I’m happy to give a discount if you 
pay in Bitcoin, so, bring it on!” 

The beauty of using Bitcoin 
is the simplicity in verifying a 
transaction. Say Preuss does, in 

fact, sell his home for Bitcoins. 
| He could then check his online 
= “wallet,” which is exactly what it 

sounds like, then, if the money 
is there, he signs over the home to 
the new buyer and both parties walk away happy. 
“It’s easy to be sure to check where Bitcoins come 
from,” Preuss said. “You don’t even need to involve 
the bank anymore. The Bitcoins can be wired into 
an account, once it’s verified, send over the title and 
you go home. Real simple.” 

Preuss admits that not everyone around him has 
been receptive to the Bitcoin idea, but it’s been 
a brilliant stroke of marketing savvy on his end. 
Bitcoin is hot right now, and with multiple outlets 
reporting on his openness to the cryptocurrency, his 
name has become synonymous with it. 

“In general, people just aren’t informed about 
Bitcoin,” Preuss said. “You can tell by how old 
someone is what their reaction is going to be. Older 
people don’t get it, but younger people are open to it. 
At the end of the day, I’m open to whatever. If you’re 
a hacker with Bitcoin in Russia or China, make me 
an offer.” gg
